T he Texas supr eme cour t yester ­ 
day r ever sed and r emanded the case 
of the Missour i, Kanas and Texas 
Railr oad company vs. A. Faulkner , 
being a suit to r ecover damages for 
alleged 
br each of contr act made 
with Faulkner by J. Waldo, acting 
as fir st vice pr esident of the K a ty 
company, char ter ed in Kansas and 
the company char ter ed under the 
same name in Texas. 
He was employed for one year at 
a salar y of $5,000 to act as gener al 
passenger and ticket agent for both 
companies; was dischar ged by W al­ 
d o’s successor , 
T. C. 
Pur dy, 
and 
got judgment for $1,200 as balance 
of salar y for 
thr ee months of the 
year 
unexpir ed 
at the time of his 
dischar ge. 
The 
only issue was as 
to W aldo’s author ity to 
bind the 
company. 
The cour t held that Waldo had 
no power under the Kansas char ter 
to bind 
the company without the 
r ight 
of 
r emoval, and 
under the 
Texas char ter he was not author ­ 
ized to employ a joint agent to r en­ 
der ser vices not wholly apper taining 
to the business of either company. 
Such author ity is beyond a gener al 
power of attor ney, and would r e­ 
quir e special pr ovision for its exer ­ 
cise.
